The 
uniform commodity price means that matter where 
one purchases article the Soviet Union the 
same price. butter thirty cents one place 
that price all over the Union, like our stamps. 

America far have had but slightly over one 
per cent the Soviet imports. Credit the basis 
this. The recent ruling credit nations de- 
fault, hanging mere token payments, would 
seem embarrass any immediate program. Unless the 
debts the Russian nobility, which the Soviet has 
repudiated, are ignored, private credit channels are all 
that are left. 

The Soviet could use all our surplus livestock 
products the present time. They are the second 
largest butter producing nation the world, but the 
per capita consumption but fifth ours. They 
could use five times their present per capita meat con- 
sumption. 

The potential market the Soviet has been brought 
about chiefly through the destruction livestock 
indicated Stalin’s recent report which shows the full 
measure the livestock the collectivi- 
zation campaign. 

The New York Times has the following say: The 
number horses dropped from 34,000,000 1929 
16,500,000 last year, cattle from 68,100,000 38,600,- 
000, sheep and goats from 147,200,000 50,600,000 
and pigs from 20,900,000 12,200,000. 

livestock losses which have occurred Soviet 
Russia since 1929 are the result wholesale slaughter- 
ing peasants prevent authorities from forcing them 
pool their animals collective farms. 

the Soviet authorities assert that the 
problem collectivization has been solved and imply 
that such large scale resistance now taking place. 
When the collectivization campaign was put into full 
swing the winter 1929-30 the peasants fiercely 
resisted slaughtering their livestock, and Stalin 
had call halt upon zealous Communists who were 
forcing peasants and all their chattels into the collec-

Russian livestock great need for blood that will 
increase both production and quality. low their 
production plane that many crosses high production 
animals are needed even stem the declining produc- 
tion trend.

$100,000,000 from the emergency appro- 
dairy fund would used finance bene- 
fit payments dairy farmers who sign 
cut down the present emergency over- 
supply and forestall collapse prices 
which would follow price stimulation 
not accompanied production control.

Nevertheless, would grave 
mistake regard the dairy indus- 
try’s problem solely one over- 
production. There great po- 
tential consuming power among the 
American people for dairy products. 
There are large sections the coun- 
try not now receiving enough dairy 
products constitute reasonably 
balanced diet. 

When speak overproduction 
the dairy industry mean pro- 
duction quantities dairy prod- 
ucts beyond the ability consumer 
purchasing power absorb any- 
thing above distress prices farm- 
ers. Therefore, not think 
curtailment milk production 
any absolute permanent sense 

There exists the dairy industry 
temporary emergency overproduc- 
tion. This storage excess con- 
tributing factor holding down the 
prices the products milk 

Experience with stabilization op- 
erations indicates that attempts 
raise prices advance improve- 
ment consumer purchasing 
and without any check rein pro- 
duction are followed such quick 
fresh and disastrous collapse 
prices. 

Therefore, believe essential 
that the dairy program should con- 
tain one its basic features such 
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method production control that 
will restrain production keep 
step with increases consumer pur- 
chasing power and prevent supply 
from outrunning demand the de- 
gree that causes disaster. 

The beef industry has not thus 
far received assistance from the 
Administration because the re- 
quest representatives the in- 
dustry beef cattle were excluded 
from the list basic commodities. 
The dairy industry has not received 
adequate benefits under the Act be- 
cause its representatives were re- 
luctant face the facts, and con- 
sider any effective production con- 
trol program. 


Milk Marketing Agreements Aid 
Small Groups 


SIDE from the butter stabilization 

operations, 
agreements have engaged the chief 
attention dairy interests under 
the Act thus far. have experi- 
mented extensively with these mar- 
keting agreements and have learned 
experience not expect too 
much help for dairymen from them. 
best they can aid only fraction 
the industry. Moreover, lifting 
fluid milk prices out line with 
butter fat prices, and trying help 
fluid milk producers while leaving 
butter farmers out the cold, does 
not permanently aid either group, 
but tends harm both. have 
found, too, that could not fix 
retail prices without indirectly being 
placed the position protecting 
profits distributing companies 
which already some cases were 
more than ample say the least. 
matter fact, fixing retail 
prices infers use the public utility 
method for fluid milk distribution, 
because use Governmental powers 
guarantee prices invariably car- 
ries with regulation capitaliza- 
tion, service and profits. 

not now have the ma- 
chinery undertake the public 
utility method regulating fluid 
milk distribution cities, although 
ultimately may forced 
undertake it. 

our revised milk policy 
are confining ourselves the mar- 
keting agreements the establish- 
ment prices producers which 
bear their proper relationship with 
current prices Before 
this policy was adopted was found 
that the milk marketing agreements 
resulted some instances ex- 
ploitation both producers and 
consumers milk dealers. These 
evils are trying correct. 
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Program Must Cover Entire 


Industry 


program which offers help the 
entire industry, and that mean 
farmers producing milk for butter, 
cheese, and other manufactured 
products, well farmers engaged 
producing fluid milk for city con- 
sumption. must recognize the 
interrelation various dairy com- 
modities each other, and con- 
tinually keep the principle mind 
that reasonable restraint produc- 
tion should govern the industry dur- 
ing the period recovery con- 
sumer buying power. Milk pro- 
ducing sections the country de- 
mand broader and more funda- 
mental adjustments than those thus 
far undertaken and believe they 
are ready consider and accept 
workable plan. 

proposing plan for considera- 
tion dairymen, should like 
point out that benefit payments 
made under the funds available 
should set motion forces having 
favorable effect upon the purchas- 
ing power consumers. Our ex- 
perience with payment benefits 
the cotton and wheat regions in- 
dicates that increasing the income 
farmers quickly and strongly re- 
flected business and industrial 
recovery the areas. Thus pay- 
ments dairy farmers like those 
made the cotton and wheat pro- 
ducers, should some extent 
least result recovery consum- 
ing purchasing power which would 
start cycle increasing demand 
for dairy products. 


Emergency Plan 


WISH endorse emergency 
plan for $200,000,000 over and 
above this year’s receipts from pro- 
cessing taxes, used for the beef 
and dairy cattle industries, sup- 
plement receipts from processing 
taxes financing the program this 
year, and advocate inclusion 
beef cattle within the terms the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
course, money taken from the Treas- 
ury must replaced out either 
processing taxes other tax re- 
ceipts. The Adjustment Act’s in- 
tent provide continuous 
source revenue, and the thought 
that ultimately when consumer 
purchasing power the upgrade, 
the industry will not feel the tax 
much the present emergency, 
that then will replace 
out processing taxes the special 
fund made available now. 


The proposed special fund de- 
sirable because both dairy and beef 
producers, pending recovery con- 
sumer buying power, would feel the 
processing tax more than export 
agriculture, whose prices are fixed 
the world markets. The appro- 
priation will enable advance pay- 
ments reach the farmers the 
time substantial tax felt. 
believe that the market freed 
from the pressure oversupply, the 
tendency for the tax reflected 
producer price will disappear. 
Further aid could obtained 
through additional surplus relief 
purchases, affording dairy products 
the needy unemployed who other- 
wise would unable obtain 
them, with the purchases timed 
coincide with dairy price advances.

Judges Reasons 


recently has become 
popular for judges give rea- 
sons for their placing classes. Ob- 
viously this called for discussion 
the degree approach these 
animals, the score card points. 
Contrariwise though, many judges 
have devoted their discussion mostly 
what they this animal 
that and not what the breed score 
card has called for. 

Experiencing this tendency, 
judge once wrote member the 
Judging Committee the Holstein- 


judged cattle one the south- 
ern fairs. After the show, the own- 
Pennsylvania herd showing 
complained disappointment over 
the placing his animals. said 
that had not placed them other 
udges had. agreed that might 
have been the case and added 
that previous placing could 
way affect the placing made. 
told him that made effort 
make every placing according the 
degree that animals being considered 
conformed the score card for the 
breed. discussed with him indi- 
vidual placings mine, with which 
did not agree. these cases 
had based placings the score 
card. These cattle had good body 
type but their mammary develop- 
ment was very lacking. made 
this criticism the fact that 
the Holstein-Friesian card allows 
over quarter the total score for 
the mammary system. faulted the 
over-fat condition his animals 
the score card’s demand for ‘fine 
withers’, ‘open vertebrae,’ ‘promi- 
nent hook bones,’ ‘high thurls’. 
Later this man admitted that 
showed his cattle fat because the 
judges seemed want them that 
way. 

then said that was not 
very familiar with his breed score 
card and that when recently called 
upon place class cows before 
group farmers and give his 
reasons, according the score card, 
had been rather embarrassed, 
this was the first time had ever 
used the score card.”’ 
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Why First One Week and Fifth 
the Next? 


Mr. Judging Committee 
Member, when animals are 
placed first one week and fifth 
tenth the following week, unless 
there are some unusual conditions, 
looks though there were 
rules apply this work. Isn’t 
this perhaps because judges are not 
making use the breed score card 
this work, even less fortunately 
because judges are not familiar with 
the score card again because ex- 
hibitors cannot follow criticism very 
closely because their lack 
knowledge the breed score card?”’ 
This judging committee member 
answered: ‘‘Some the best judges 
have ever seen work would have 
been unable give 
demonstration, their reasons, very 
fluently. the other hand, some

This somewhat illogical rebuke 
should have put the so-called judge 
his place, but did not, because 
did not answer the question.

Standard for Young Animals 


know that great deal enter- 
ing into the placing cattle 
the show ring has not much con- 
nection with the breed standard 
excellence.

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ficially improving their conforma- 
tion, either are not called for the 
score card are directly opposed 
it.

Does Form Mean Production? 
Purdue, working with 

something over 100 cows with 
production records, found corre- 


lation between production and such 
body characteristics conforma- 
tion head, fineness withers, 
length and levelness rump, shape 
quality udder. 

Much more elaborate work the 
Maine Station with data trom one 
the breed clubs, indicated that 
milk veins and wells, size udder, 
size barrel and general appearance 
were way associated with pro- 
duction, but that seven day rec- 
ord production, now practically 
discontinued, had approximately 
two and one-half times much cor- 
relation with yearly production 
the whole conformation any part 
it. 

Clearly then, may spending 
much time, effort and money 
aligning cows their proper rank 
the show ring when really this has 
very little bearing their profita- 
bility. Numerous instances record 
where prize winners the show 
ring are plainly unprofitable pro- 
duction. should impossible 
for this condition exist. 

Questionable show ring standards 
are not limited the dairy cattle 
business. Our present Secretary 
Agriculture, publicized considerably 
since his advent this office, 
demonstrated that show standards 
corn were not productive high 
yields taking prize winning show 
ears, planting them and getting poor 
yields. 


Recently, talk show steers 
teachers and professors, who 
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most the judging, well-known 
breeder and showman said: 
pose consider the first four steers 
any class any large state 
national show. You have all stood 
around and watched the placing 
them. Possibly nine times out ten 
you did not agree with it. Did you 
ever seriously ask yourself why you 
did not agree with the judging? 
Who right? What show 
steer anyway? easy for 
find out what steer worth 
killing and dressing him. Steers 
are direct, cash product. 
not know for sure the more 
valuable steer, should study 
them from the meat standpoint 
until do.”’

now has nationally 
known production show Jer- 
seys—this breed because 
dominates there.

Rules for Using Trademark 


MMEDIATELY after adoption the 
trademark and the realization

Increase Sales 


the modest beginning 
1929, when few producer-dis- 
tributors put the trademark their 
product, sales under 
mark have increased until they 
amounted about 21,000,000 
quarts 1933. this amount, 
approximately 16,000,000 quarts, 
more than seventy-five per cent 
the total sales, were made through 
the seven organized state regional 
associations with marketing repre- 
sentatives the job and available 
look after the inspection the 
farms and the product and give aid 
marketing.

Feeding Test Cows 


For Maximum Production 


have asked how feed cow 

test that has been milked 
and fed three times daily for period 
twelve months and case ex- 
tensions thirteen fourteen months 
and still retain the end that 
time three-fourths the amount 
the average daily production, that 
have decided write brief sum- 
mary. First, divide the cow’s 
lactation period into two periods 
time. The first part the time 
when have changed her from the 
springer ration; whatever that may 
each individual case, and until 
she starts slacken her milk 
yield. second period time 
from then until she dried 
off and fitted for the beginning 
the next lactation period. The first 
period time may six months, 
may more and often less. 
The first period ends whenever the 
cow has reached the time when she 
has been accustomed slacken off 
her milk yield year after year. That 
the cue start feeding. 

have had dairymen say, they 
point out acow me, Now hereis 
that apparently looks like 
good producer, good type, dairy 
temperament, and yet she 
milks good for few short months

time, regardless what grain you 
may feed her. large quantities 
water mean that you must bear 
mind that for every gallon 
milk the cow produces she should 
drink three gallons water. 

After the cow freshens decrease 
the springer ration and increase the 
dairy ration until have completely 
the usual amount roughage, 
whatever may be, and very slowly 
increase this handful time. 
When you see that she cleans this 
give her some more, and you will 
surprised note some weeks and 
months how much your cow can 
really eat.

after freshening. You may lose 
little milk yield the first several 
weeks this way, but you will paid 
back many times over with higher 
tests the second period. There 
are always days when her yield will 
attention this and only when the 
increase the grain. Usually one- 
half pound feed meal will 
stop this disturbance for while.

three-fourths her grain ration, 
and this time you should feed- 
ing perhaps much roughage 
she ever will able consume 
any one time. The second period 
time will start here. would in- 
crease the ration full ration, 
which would depend the produc- 
tion the cow the time she slack- 
ensup. have found that many 
times have had increase the 
ration three four pounds day 
until she passes the crisis. This 
may seem like lot grain, but 
isn’t. You are actually giving her 
the amount grain that you had 
kept from her the first period 
time. 

Usually the completion 
test good producer the grain 
ration would much eighteen 
pounds. have fed much 
twenty-one pounds the end 
fourteen months cows milking 
pounds day.

Ihave 
never burned cow ruined 
bag and have never had cow 
barren from big test year, which 
proves that this gives the 
only safe and sensible method 
use. have used this method ex- 
clusively for own use for years.

Just over the creek the 
old stone schoolhouse where Ichabod 
Crane taught, well the home 
the beautiful Katrina Van Tassel, 
built 1640. Also not far away 
the old home Martin Van 
Buren, president the United 
States, and the old Hoes home, old- 
est farmhouse New York State. 

Sunny Side Farm owned 
James Van Alstyne. 

From such farms, steeped his- 
tory and the tradition good hus- 
bandry, comes the milk you use for 
yourself and your family.

Without 
Outside Competition 


SHORT time ago secretary 
another County Fair wrote: 
cattle entries our 
county has been resorted re- 
cent years. When entries are open 
the outside, may secure big 
show but the usual thing that 
the local exhibitor does not get 
the money. not show man 
dairy farmer. does not 
get his stock such condition 
compete with the professional show- 
man who manicures and primps 
his stock and thus impresses the 
average judge. 

our county this limitation 
serving the purpose encouraging 
the local stock raisers show and 
have splendid line livestock 
the county. The average trav- 
eling stock exhibitor may may not 
own the stock shows, out 
for the money and not inter- 
ested the welfare the breed 
our Here very differ- 
ent thought the possible purpose 
the county smaller fair. 

Undoubtedly, these questions are 
common ones our shows 
encourage improvement the qual- 
ity our cattle? Are paying 
enough too much premiums? 
Should more this money all 
locally owned exhibits? Does 
the traveling show herd help en- 
courage improvement local herds? 
Have our shows developed too 
much into just displays even 
more into contests? 

long money came fairly 
easily pay premiums, etc., not 
much thought was given the 
above. Since earnings and appro- 
priations have run into reductions, 
these items fair administration 
have had considerably more atten- 
tion from agricultural people who 
pay entry fees fairs and who pay 
taxes, part which has gone 
finance fairs. 

Just for example—an account 
this year’s fair Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania, interesting. one breed, 
seven herds were shown. these 
five were from out the state, 
two herds 
but from counties clear across 
the state from Berks County 
where the fair was located. One 
hundred per cent the prize money 
went out this county and nearly 
seventy-five per cent went out 
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Better 


the State Pennsylvania. What 
was the value this show Berks 
County dairy cattle breeders? 
display, exhibit, perhaps 
considerable—as means im- 
proving dairy herds that county 
quite probably not nearly much. 

this year’s New Jersey Fair 
one breed, herds from Michigan, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland took 
practically two-thirds the pre- 
mium money. one breed the 
Kentucky State Fair this year, 
twelve Kentucky breeders averaged 
little more than twenty-five dollars 
each, while two out state herds 
took ten times this much each. 


Indiana Plan Works 


cow milking farmers may 
not particularly interested 
conditions existing Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey Kentucky fairs. That 
these are typical though shown 
brief look the results the dairy 
cattle show the Indiana Fair this 
year. Indiana owned dairy cattle 
won about one-third the premium 
money offered the open classes. 
Indiana Guernseys received little 
over third the open money, 
though there were nearly five times 
many home exhibitors those 
from out the state. the Hols- 
tein and Jersey breeds, cattle owned 
Indiana won about fourth the 
money the open classes with also 
about five times many Indiana 
exhibitors out Indiana show- 
men. the Ayrshire breed, In- 
diana owned cattle took less than 
fifth the open prize money even 
though only two out Indiana 
breeders 
our State Fair paid about $4,000 
out Indiana exhibitors and prac- 
tically the same amount Indiana 
farmers showing their dairy cattle. 

However, the above conditions 
were good they were because 
about ten years ago Indiana cattle 
people decided that too much the 
premium money paid this fair 
was going outside show herds. 
They were able induce the Fair 
Management set premiums 
especially for Indiana owned cattle. 
Had not been for this arrange- 
ment, Indiana owned cattle would 
have won only about fifth the 
prize money offered. 

doubt Indiana dairy herd 
owners get inspiration from see- 
ing these traveling herds the 
barns and the ring. they get 
much value from seeing these 
better herds they entering 
and showing their own might 
very desirable offer half the 
prize money encourage entry 
outside herds. Also, these herds 
from other states may add the 


Fair’s attractiveness the non- 
showing dairyman and even the 
non-agricultural paying fair visitors, 
Entertainment these people must, 
course, considered fair 
managements. hardly seems pos- 
sible, however, that one herd from 
Pennsylvania and one from 
consin could have 
around $400 apiece the exponents 
that breed Indiana, for keeping 
their herds the barn for five 
six days and showing them the 
arena part one day, yet this took 
place our fair this year.

When does, our 
shows are probably not serving their 
proper purpose.

satisfy this desire, know 
which the country’s greatest, 
have, fact have, our re- 
gional sectional shows. The 
Exposition, the 
Southeastern Exposition, the Mid- 
South Fair, the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress, the American Royal, the 
International and such are 
These shows are self- 
Supporting and their entry list 
all cattle. These, and 
possibly additional shows fostered 
show associations, even 
breed groups clubs, should 
able satisfy most the demand 


open country-wide competi- 
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Probably the most hopeful out- 
look the offing the local sec- 
tional breed show. Usually dairy- 
men interested the same breed 
work best together. The so-called 
Parish Shows that have been 
operation now for five six years 
the Jersey breed seem typify 
this kind show. These shows 
the three things that ought im- 
prove our present somewhat faulty 
ones. First, they reduce the con- 
siderable possibility error 
placing type alone demanding 
that all entries fulfill minimum pro- 
duction requirements. Second, they 
limit entries cattle given area 
—the section that finances and the 
one that hoped will benefit 


the show. And lastly, satisfy 
the desire for more final placing 
more competition, these smaller 
local shows are sending their win- 
ners larger or, the case 
Iowa this year, the State show. 

This type show has sprung 
and thrived even during the last few 
years. old fashioned student 
this problem still the opinion 
that our shows should closely 
linked with the profitability 
the individual competing for prize. 
Our purpose keeping the majority 
our dairy cattle still make 
money.

educating distributors, drivers and 
housewives. most markets the 
top limit for our sales would appear 
approximately twenty per 
cent sales volume. 

Second, the mere use the 
trademark bottles has little 
value. There is, however, most 
gratifying response from customers 
when the distributor acquaints them 
with the meaning this trademark 
through local advertising, the use 
advertising service supplies and ties 
the campaign with the national 
advertising. Furnishing samples 
prospective customers usually the 
clincher. 

Third, without effective 
advertising, aggressive marketing 
efforts, locally, are not nearly 
effective. 

Fourth, all efforts are worthless 
the premium asked for GOLDEN

Under present economic conditions, 
two four cents per quart, de- 
pending upon local conditions, 
maximum that may secured re- 
gardless all other considerations.
